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The invention according to claim 1 relating to "a medicinal composition 
for treating or diagnosing an inflammatory disease containing sugar 
chain-modified liposomes in which a sugar chain is bonded to liposome 
membrane" and the invention according to claim 42 relating to "a medicinal 
composition for treating or diagnosing an inflammatory disease containing 
liposomes in which liposome membrane is made hydrophilic and no sugar 
chain is bonded to the surface" are common to each other in "using liposomes 
in' treating inflammation". 

However, this constitution has been publicly known as reported in 
the following document.' Thus, there is no relevancy involving'any special 
technical feature between them. ' 

Such being the case, these inventions cannot be considered as a group 
of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive concept. 
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
